Special Delivery. 


The new law extending the special de. 
livery system to all postoffices in the 
United States wiH go into eifect Oct. 1. 
Under this law every postmaster will be 
held responsible for the prompt delivery 
of all mail matter bearing a special deliv- 
ery stamp received at the office between 
the hours of seven a. m., and seven p. 
m., Sundays excepted. 
The postmaster 
will not be required to deliver mail be- 
yond the distance of a mile from the 
postoffice. 
The postmaster will be at 
liberty, however, to make such delivery 
beyond the limits prescribed, for which 
he is to receive compensation. 
Parcels 
bearing the special delivery stamp must 
also bear the usual postage stamp or 
such matter will otherwise be held at the 
office for postage.

NIAGARA FAILA, N. Y., Sept. 8,—At 
the brewers national 
convention the 
committee reporting on the growth of 
prohibition in Georgia and Virginia 
said: 
"From our correspondents in 
these states we learn that the success 
of the prohibition movement is mainly 
due to the desire on the part of the de- 
mocracy to keep the colored population 
within certain moral bounds. 
It is 
claimed that for the exclusively white 
population southern democracy would'nt 
dream of preasing such laws.

port of the advisory committee goes into 
a discussion of the temperance school 
book question, which it treats with some

"Through the influence," it 
says, "of the the prohibition element, a 
compulsory temperance education law 
was passed in the following states«, be- 
fore the ^beginning of the year 1885:

TWO AMERICAN 
POETS. 


JOHN JAMES PIATT AND MRS. S. M. 


B. PIATT AND THEIR WORK. 


A Brief Sketch of The|r U f e ^ T h » Suot-*: 


cegsfnl Experiment of the Marriage oif 
Two Poets—Their ITome in Qaeeii8l»wn, 
Ireland.

New York, Aug. 23.—John James I^tt is 
a western product, as is his cousin, " Donn 
Piatt, the well known journalist. 
The family 
originally came from France, and came in a 
hurry. 
They were Hn^ueiiote, ar.d tAepéfòre 
not popular with th^ governing element qf 
France in the early part of the last centiuTT. 
They emigrated to the islilnd of St. T h o m ^ 
in the West Indies. 
From thence John Piatt, 
the founder of the Piatt family in An^^^ica, 
came to this-country aad located in New Jer- 
sey, twenty-five or thirty years previous to 
the revolutionary war. 


At the Iteginhing of that war several of his 
sons, including the greatgrandfather of Mr. 
John James Piatt, entered the Continental 
army and served until its close, each attain- 
ing the rank, of captain. 
William Piatt, 
greatgrandfather of 
the subject 
of 
this 
sketch, subsequently became, w t h his elder 
brother, an original member of the Society of 
the Cincinnati. 
Several years after the close 
of the revolutionary war he raised a company 
of men near Scotch Plains, N. J., his home, 
for service against the Indians in the North- 
west territory, and, joining the army of Gen. 
St. Clair at Fort Washington (now Cincin- 
nati), was killed at St. Clair's defeat in No- 
vember, 1791. 


Mr. Piatt's greatgrandfather was, there- 
fore, first of the name to become associated 
with the affairs of Cincinnati, where several 
of the family, sons and grandsons of his 
younger brother, Capt. Jacob Piatt, includ- 
ing Col. Donn Piatt, Gen. Abram S. Piatt 
and Maj. Benjamin M. Piatt, have taken 
prominent parts in its political and milita^ 
history during the past half century. 
The 
Piatts had the French love of arms in them. 
Capt. James Piatt, grandfather of John 
James, als<3 raised a company of men in New 
Jersey at the outbreak of the second war of 
Independence, in 1812, and served until its 
close. 


Mr. John Piatt, the poet's father, settled in 
Dearborn county, Indiana, a few miles north 
of Rising Sun, and there the poet was bom in 
1885. When he was 9 yeai-s old his parents 
went to Columbus,©., where-they resided 
imtil 1856, when they removed to central 
Illinois. 


Huguenot blood grafted on New Jersey 
stock makes a Puritan money-getcer. 
In 
John James Piatt the French blood proves 
too much for the Jersey traits, and he makes 
good poetry instead of bad money. 
He at* 
tended various schools, the most beneficial, it 
might be said, being the printing office of his 
uncle, Charles Scott, for many years the pub- 
lisher of the leading Whig newspaper there. 
The Ohio State Jom-nal. 
Later he entered 
Kenyon eollege, but did not graduate. 
Leav- 
ing the college with "little Latin and less 
Greek" in 1853, he began to w i t e verses. 


He rapidly rose to be an editor and handled 
the magic "we" with the dexterity of an old 
master. 
In his tmcle's printing office, where 
both were employed, he made the acquaint- 
ance and won the life-long friendship of 
W. D. Howells, who writes such pleasing 
though bloodless and eventless novels. 
The 
two published, in 1860, a volume of poems en- 
titled "Poems of Two Friends." It quite sur- 
prised the critics by its refined simplicity. 
Longfellow said it was the first lioetical prod- 
uct of the west that escaped scarlet fever. 


JOHN JAMES PIATT. 


Mr. Piatt diifted to The Louisville Journal, 
then edited by George D. Preqtice, who took 
a great fancy to the yomig poet, and said of 
him that he was the most original and purest 
American of the many then engaged "in mak- 
ing two words jingle at the end of an idea." 
Certainly the author of "The Pioneer Chim- 
ney," "The Mowers of Ohio," "Going to Vote," 
and other touchingly original poetry has jus- 
tified all that Longfellow, Lowell and Pren- 
tice said of him. 


Prentice bad a corps of talented and beau- 
tiful girls writing poetry for The JournaL 
He gave them much praise, but little money, 
as editors are wont to do, especially if the 
editors are proprietors and jiublishers. Among 
them was a lovely little Kentucky girl named 
Sarah M. Bryan. 
Piatt fell in love with her 
poetry and then with her. When he saw her, 
after a pilgrimage to the hills of Kentucky, 
made to that end and no other, he found her 
as pleasing as her poetry. He wooed and won 
her, and since then the two have charmed us 
all with song. 


Mr. Piatt has published several volumes of 
poems hej-e and in London and Edinburgh, 
and has now in press at Dublin a .small vol- 
ume entitled "At the Holy Well." He and 
Mi-s. Piatt together have publisherl two vol- 
umes. 
He is also author of a small volume of 
prose entitled "Penciled Fly-leaves," and has 
edited, with a biographical sketch, the poems 
of his old friend, George D. Prentice. 
His 
poetry has met with great favor l)oth at home 
and abroad, and some of it has lieen trans- 
lated into German. 
Some of his war poems 
are as strong and fine as anything in our liter- 
ature. 
Withal, ho is that most noble prod- 
uct of our beloved country, a gentleman— 
courteous, considerate and modest. 


Mr. Piatt is our consul at Cork, Ireland, and 
has his office and residence at Queenstown. 
He is a faithful, painstaking official, and is 
justly retained by the administration. 
It 
would be real civil service reform to promote 
him. 
While gaining a trustworthy agent, the 
government would at the same time recognize 
literary merit. 


The wifti of John James Piatt, whose 
maiden name wDs Sarah Morgan Bryan, was 
bom near Lexington, Fayette county, Ky., 
in August, 1830. Her grandfather, Morgan 
Bryan, one of the earliest settlei-s nf Ken- 
tucky, was related to Dan Boone. 
He came 
from North Carolina with Boone's party, and 
his "station," still Bryan'.«? station, on the 
Kentucky Central railroad, was one of the 
principal points of attack by the Indians 
(armed by the British), who invaded Kentucky 
from the northwest just a hundred and four 
ireai« a^o thiv tiwath, having been besieged 


by them for several days before the celebrated 
battle of the Bine Licks. 


When Mrs. Ratt was but 8 years old hei 
moth^ die((L Ttap affliction, with its various 
cons^ill^eiitfoflnm^, gave to hef delicate and 
a i h s ^ e QHture^ tinge of s a d n ^ not eas^ ix> 
outgicipw- and stffl to be oljserved hi her.

In her young girlhood she began to exercise 
her poetical ability. 
Some of her poems tiien 
published were widely copied and greatly 
praised, and were even more popular, per- 
haps, than her later, better and more indi- 
vidual work. 


She is one of the most, by some considered 
the most, original and potent of women poets 
yet produced hi America. 
Her circle of 
poetic work is not broad, but is strangely ef- 
fective. 
She writes things that are read 
through tears. 
Sometimes obscure, she is 
never commonplace, and her sad songs have 
gone the world over, winning hearts wherever 
read. 
She is at her best when singing a 
mother's love. 
Her lyrics are really hynms. 
Herself a mother of a brood of lovely chil- 
dren, sickness and death have come to her 
household and left the harmony of angels in 
the wail of sorrow. 


She has published several volumes of ¡joems, 
at the same time has contributed to our lead- 
ing magiizines. 
Several 
volumes of 
her 
poetry have been published abroad, simul- 
taneously with those issued by Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., Boston, "An Irish Garland," 
"In Primrose Time," "The Children Out of 
Doors" joint volumes by her and her husband), 
and "A Voyage to the Fortunate Isles."
